Devastating Fire in Baltimore.--One of the 
most calamitous fires that have ever occurred in the United 
States broke out in Baltimore last Sunday. It originated 
on the premises of Hurst and Co., Hanover Street, which 
is the centre of the wholesale dry goods trade. Fanned by 
a high wind, the flames spread from building to building 
and from street to street. Washington, Philadelphia, and 
other towns within a radius of one hundred miles sent 
engines to as<ixt in the work of getting the conflagration 
under control. The fire spread with such rapidity, how- 
ever, that whole blocks of premises were destroyed-one 
after the other. Two banks were burned down, while the 
wholesale houses on Hopkins Place, and all the buildings 
on both sides of Baltimore Street were completely gutted 
for a distance of four blocks. Many buildings were blown 
up with dynamite to prevent the flames spreading.

commonest troubles of the present age— 

so comnion, in fact, that it seems to me 
that quite two-thirds of the girls one comes in 
contact with in towns are affected with it. 'The 
complaint cau hardly be called a disease in the 
ordinary sense of the word, but is rather a debili- 
tated state of the body, which lays it open to 
the attacks of most other kinds of diseases. 

The condition in question is characterised by a 
deficiency in the number of red corpuscles in the 
blood. There is very often pallor of the cheeks 
and lips, but in some cases these may be of a 
natural colour, and lead even, the patient to 
believe that she is not anemic, when the real 
state of the case can instantly be discovered by 
examining the gums and the insides of the eye- 
lids. ‘These, instead of being of a good deep pink, 
are pale and yellowish-looking. The tongue is 
upt to be pale and flabby, and indented by the 
teeth ; the sufferer is readily fatigued, troubled 
with breathlessness on going up.and down 
stairs ; she very-often suffers from palpitation 
or pains about the heart, which may lead her to 
believe that she is suffering from some disease of 
the heart. She suffers frequently from head- 
ache, pains in the back, and languor, and soon 
becomes very tired by any little unusual exer- 
tion. She may even faint, and thus cause 
considerable anxiety to her family. ‘There are 
frequent eruptions on the skin, which may be 
either of an irritating kind, or simply acne, either 
iu the form of blackheads or pimples, or both. 

There ате two kinds of anemia—one the 
common kiud of which I have spoken, and 
mother called pernicious anemia, which is a 
fatal disease, and most difficult of treatment, but 
is happily rare. 

In such cases there is wasting and yellowish- 
ness of the skin, which assumes an almost trans- 
parent waxen hue; but these cases, of course, 
demand the most skilled medical attention and 
nursing within reach, and do not come within 
the province of this paper. I may, however, 
remark that the best remedy to improve the 
condition of the blood in these cases, which is 
now being very largely prescribed by the medical 
profession, is Hematogen, manufactured by 
Messrs. Nicolay aud Co., 36, St. Andrew's Hill, 
London, E.C., which contains, in a purified form, 
hemoglobin, the natural-colouring matter of the 
blood, rich in organic iron and albumen, as well 
as the mineral salts, including the phosphates of 
soda and potash whieh are found in meat.

Ordinary au:emia is a condition of everyday 
occurrence, in which the doctor is rarely called 
in; orif he is, he just prescribes for the time 
being, and after a few weeks the patient is apt 
to get as bad again. Any line of treatment for 
ordinary cases of anwmia must be persistently 
applied ; and, although occasional visits to the 
doctor, if there seems anything out of the way 
amiss, are desirable, the treatment can only be 
properly carried out at home.

The beautiful freesias are not grown so extensively as 
they deserve to be, seeing that they are of easy culture, 
and that the spikes of white and primrose-colotired flowers 
which they: produce with great freedom are delightfully 
scen:ed. Bix or eight of the corms should be placed in а 
4i-iu. pot, filled with à compost consisting of about three 


~~ 
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parts light sandy loam and one of leaf-mould, а few small 
стоскв and a handful of half-rotted leaves being placed in 
the bottom of each pot for drainage. "The pots are then 
laced on sifted coal. ¿in a dry situation. Аз soon as 
the plants have made half an inch of growth (say in a 
month orsix weeks) they are removed to я position near the 
glass in а cool frame ог shelf. After this, small batches 
sre introduced to a house at short intervals, placing 
the plant near the glass.to ensure a sturdy growth, -As 
some stimulating and sustaining food is necessary in order

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to obtain the best possible results from plants at a time 
when thv strain on them is so very great, it is am advan- 
tage to surply them with some' weak liquid manure ocer- 
sionally. After the plants have gone out-of flower they 
should be stood closely together on a shelf, nnd watered 
regularly until the re Ree shows signs of going yelow, 
when water is to be gradually withheld. In order tho- 
roughly to ripen the bulbs, they are left in thé каше position 
fully exposed to the influence of the summer’s sun until 
about the end of the third week in July, when théy are 
stiaken out of the soil лпй sized—that is, all the largest 
bulbs are put by themselves, the medium and small ones 
being treated in like manner. These may be planted oüt 
under a wall on the sunny side, and they will furnish some 
usefü] cutting blossoms early the following summer.

The present Weather is all against keeping to the garden 
calendar, but it surely cannot last, In the meantime, 


the grower can be making arrangements for outdoor 
work. He can atall events be gotting his seed. Theun- 
certain and variable nature of our climate at thia season 
of the year often impedes or delays the sowing and ting 
of crops considerably, particularly when the soil is of a 
tenacious and stubborn churacter ; thus plainly indicating 
the reason and necessity of having;all preliminary opera- 
tions connected with the ground completed at as early a 
date as ible, so that the soil on the surface will be 


reduced by exposure to a friable and mere suitable state, | 
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not only for the reception of the seed, but also for vege- 
tating it when it is committed to its influence. 
Fer sowing seeds of the most forward crops whith 
we obtain out of doors—as carrots, radishes, dwarf 
pens, and turnips—or for the rearing of plants for 
carly crops of Brussels sprouts, cauliflower, cabbage,

and lettuce, many suitable and appropriate places, which 
in some gardens are not utilised, aie to be had by 
forming nirrow borders about 2ft. wide at the base of 
the walls. Those having а south or eastern aspect can be 
used for early work, and other positions for later crops.

The advantage of these means is considerable, inasmuch as 
the crops obtain all the warmth and shelter possible; and, 
moreover, they are readily protected from frost and other 
concurrent mischief arising from the attacks" of. birds, 
vermin, ete. The soil in such places may not be-altogethen 
suitable for these purposes unless if be partly renewed. If 
this be, necessary, about 6 іп, of it should be removed, and 
be replaced by earth more friuble and rich in ‘its nature, 
At about the middle of the month sow on these borders, 
and on others which are in sheltered and stnny places,
